DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

The after-final amendment sent on 7/16/2003, paper No. 21, will be entered and the 
following Office Action is based on the merits of the amended claims in that paper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 4, 19, 21, 36, 37, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Klayman. Klayman discloses a signal processor comprising first signal (L+R) 
output from summing circuit 13, second signal (L-R) output from difference circuit 1 1, and first 
and second signal processors 19 and 21. As taught in column 9 line 64 - column 10 line 18, a 
spectrum analyzer 17 provides control signals to the signal processors 19 and 21 which are 
equalizers. Signal processor 19 attenuates the second signal while signal processor 21 boosts the 
first signal in specific frequency bands. See column 1 1 lines 13-30. Thus, a frequency band is 
selected in each signal processor (spanning an octave) and a level is adjusted in that frequency 
band. There is an increase in signal processor 21 and corresponding decrease in signal processor 
19. The control signals from spectrum analyzer control each frequency band independently of 
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the other frequency bands. Claims 1, 4, 19, 21, 36 and 40 are met. Per claims 37 and 41, there is 
disclosed a mixer 25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 8-17, 24, 25, 28, 29, 38, 39, 42 and 43 are allowed. 

Claims 2, 3, and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
